STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION. 

Povecukeszpsis, N. I., March 23.—The steam- 
er Magenta blew up opposite Scarborough this 
morning. Alfred Reynolds, Richard Lane, and 
two unknown men were killed, Five others 
were badly scalded. 

New York, March 23.—The steamer Magen- 
ta, on board of which was a fatal explosion this 
morning, left Haverstraw at twenty minutes to 
7, landed at Sing Sing, took aboard a large 
number of passengers, and started on ber way 
to New York at ten minutes past 7. She 
had steamed out in the stream a 
distance of two miles, when the pas- 
sengers were startled by a terrible 
explosion. A scene of the wildest terror fol- 
lowed, and when the steam cleared away there 
were seen lying in the forward cabin, Lear the 
stove, directly in front of the engine-room, the 
bodies of a dozen men. The steam on the floor 
till created a light vapor, and the surrounding 
woodwork was dripping from its nearness to 
the exploded pipe. Two were dead, and eight 
were badly (two fatally) scalded.

Prrrspure, Pa., March 23.—The Hon. John 
Allison, Register of the Treasury, who died in 
Washington this morning, was. a native of the 
Town of Beaver, Beaver County, Pa., twonty- 
five miles from Pittsburg, where his father, 
James Allison, Esq., was known as one of the 
tirst and most prominent members of the Bar 
in his day. Two of the brothers of the deceased 
were given a college education at Canonsburg 
(Jefferson College) to prepare them for their 
professions, but John, at the age of 18. 
was brought to this city by his father, 
who apprenticed him to McKee & Graham, 
hat manufacturers, to learn that trade. 
tHe remained with this firm three years, and 
then went to Marietta, Washington County, 
O., and started in the hat business for himself, 
in the meantime having married a Miss Heur y, 
of Beaver, soon alter completing his apprentice- 
ship. He was not very successful in business, 
and soon returned to Beaver, where he entered 
the political arena. He was elected to the 
Legislature, and subsequently to the Thirty - 
second and I hirty-third Congresses trom the 
Beaver District, and bis record was that of an 
Abolitionist.of the most radical kind. He was one 
of the fathers of tae Republican party, bei 
a delegate to the Convention which met in 
city Feb. 22, 1856. When the War broke out 
he received an appointment in the Commissary 
Department. In 1869 he was appointed by 
President Grant to the office of ter of 
the Treasury, assuming the duties of his office 
on the 8d day of April of that year, and con- 
tinuing in that position until the time of bis 


death. 

Mr. Allson’s chief traits were his genial 
and generous disposition, big pride of 
character, and his absolute integrity in 
all his dealings, both in private business 
and in public office. Notwithstanding the im- 

rtant trusts imposed upon him through his 
— official life, bis honesty was never im- 
pu He was extremely modest asa bo 
and a man, and ex-Ald. Black, who work 
with him at the hat business, in a conversation 
to-day said that he never knew that Mr. Allison 
had been appointed Register of the Treasu 
until he saw his name upon the bills, notwith- 
standing he had seen him and talked with him 
several times after the appointment was made. 

At the last election of the elder Cameron to 
the United States Senate, Mr. Allison was acan- 
didate against him in the caucus, 

The remains will be interred at Beaver, where 
his family reside.

ROBBED OF 83,000.

Nxw York, March 23.—There was a daring 
case of highway robbery in Brooklyn to-day. 
Police-Captain Leary, says the Times, while 
walking on Degraw street, saw a wagon con- 
taining four men driven rapidly along Hoyt 
street.

After several attempts at the words, the Gen- 
eral said I had got the exact Scottish accent, 
and proceeded with his story: 
“Well, at the time when I saw George Gor- 
don this time, he was not more than 10, or pos- 
cibly 11, years old. He was walking along the 
street, and met a gentieman who was reading 
from Robert Burns’ poems. George asked the 
gentleman what he was reading, and, upon re- 
ceiving the reply that it was Burnns’ works, he 
d . 


said : ros Was like me; he was fond 
of tie Highland lasses—the  meanan 
machree.’ What arrested my  atten- 


tion was the peculiar manner in which 
he pronounced these words. He was Engiish, 
and could not get the proper Scottish accent at 
first. The gentleman corrected him, and, after 
a trial or two, he got it right, just as you did. 
George Gordon was a slim, almost sickly boy, 
but was thought quite precocious, as wovid 
shown in the remark which I have just recalled. 
It is rather curious that a boy of 10 should 
speak of being like Burns in his love for the 
Highland lasses. As a boy, be was quite lame 
from his club-foot; but, later in life, I believe 
he attempted not to show this deformity much 
in his walk. 

Is it a fact, General, that you attended the 
University with Byron? 

„No, it is not. That report is probabl 
founded upon the fact that we both attende 
school at Aberdeen, but we were not there to- 
gether.” 

At the time of the war of 1812, between this 
country and Great Britain, the General was 
more than 80 years old, anda soldier in the 
regular British army. He fought with bravery 
at Lundy’s Lane, Christley’s Farm, and several 
other battles of that notable struggle; and, at 
its close, was transported, with the other British 
troops, to the Continent of Europe, and im- 
mediately engaged with Wellington in the 
te campaigns which crushed the power 
of the First Napoleon. He was actively en- 
gaged as Captain of light huzzars in all the 
battles preliminary to Waterloo, and tooka 
brave part in that memorable contest. 

„Have ye a | vivid memories of these great 

battles ?’’ I asked. 
“Very vivid indeed.“ he answered; but the 
common soldier cannot judge much of what is 
going on. His vision is very limited; he is only 
taken up with the work before him, and has no 
time to reflect upon or contemplate the grand 
proportions of the conflict. So far as I can now 
remember, there was nothing peculiarin my 
part in the battie of Waterloo. It was the same 
old story over again,—a constant round of fir- 
ing, and marching, and countermarching, until 
the victory was announced. 1 had no idea that 
a victory had been won until that time. I only 
knew that my company and my regiment bad 
not retreated. It was only when I read the ac- 
counts of the battle during the next few days 
— I gained any adequate idea of its magui- 
tude.”’ 

A few years subsequent to the war with Na- 
poleon, Gen. McLeod immigrated, with his fami- 
ly, to Canada, and at * brought up at the 
Town ot Prescott, and came editor and pro- 
prietor of the principal papes there. The des- 
potic treatment of his fellow-Scotchmen, and 
the subjects of the British Government in 
general, by the British officials in Canada, called 
forth a ne condemnation from his pen; and 
when, at length, the Revolution of 1837-88 came, 
he was, of natural selection, made one of thé 
most trusted leaders. As the rebellion grew in 
magnitude, he was given a Major-General’s 
commission, and took part in the thickest of 
the fray. When the struggle became bopeless, 
and the Patriots were being executed daily, with 
great barbarity, on every hand, he fied to 
the United States, and here immedi- 
ately became the especial object of search 
by the United States authorities. Gen. Scott, 
who had been his friend, was ordered to arrest 
bim for violation of the Neutrality laws; and 
our hero, being fearful that, if he were cap- 
tured, he would be delivered up immediately to 
his merciless adversaries across the lakes, took 
every precaution to secrete himself. But Gen. 
Scott was not easily to be baffled. He hunted 
his man up and down the entire length of the 
frontier twice; and the second time, in Detroit, 
entirely worn out, and being assured that he 
would neither be delivered over to the British 
authorities nor severely punished here, he gave 
himself up, and was soon after released from 
custody. The history of this remarkable chase 
is as fascinating as a romance. The redoubt-

We trust no citizen will omit to read over 
carefully the list of candidates nominated 
for Aldermen, and that no one will hesitate 
in making up his mind as to which of the 
men ought to be elected.

the benefit and protection of the city is the 
end to be attained, and this can only be 
accomplished by the choice of the best men, 
—men whom the voters would employ to 
attend to their own private business if they 
needed the services of persons for that 


Newspaper-readers can easily recall to 
mind the agitation two years ago for the 
opening of the Philadelphia Exposition on 
Sundays, and the defeat of the movement. 
In England there is a still greater public 
sentiment against Sunday recreation of any 
kind, although for several years a Sunday 
Society, under the Presidency of that liberal 
churchman Dean Sranury, has been advo- 
cating the opening of museums on the day 
of rest. At the annual meeting of the 
Society next Friday a new President will be 
elected, in the person of the Earl of Rosz- 
BERY, whose marriage with Miss Rorus- 
CHILD we have so recently described. The 
Society is said to be constantly increasing. 


We donot wish to be understood as op- 
posed to the High Schools, or desiring in any 
way to cripple their usefulness. We think 
they are a valuable addition to the school 
system. But, if there is to be any closing of 
the schools, we haveinsisted that the Primary 
Schools should not be closed in order to 
keep the High Schools open. Itis under- 
stood now that the closing of the school 
term one week earlier in June, and opening 
the schools one week later in September, 
will be all the reduction needed in order to 
bring the expenditures within the limit of 
the means to meet them. If this can be 
done without any discrimination against the 
Primary Schools, and the reduction shall 
apply to all the schools alike, we do not un- 
derstand that any serious loss will happen 
to the schools. The last week of the year 
and the first week of the year are probably 
those during which the schools might be 
closed with the least injury to the scholars, 
and that, probably, is the most satisfactory 
arrangement that can be made to meet the 
imperative necessity for a reduction.

It has been evident since Wednesday that, 
unless some unforeseen accident should 
happen, the international walking match in 
Agricultural Hall, London, would be ‘won 
by Danret O'Leary, the Chicago champion. 
Some fears have been expressed that the 
partisans of the English contestants would 
attempt foul play in order to get O’Lzary 
off the track, as it was known that 
a large amount of money bad 
been ‘wagered on the match. Such 
things have been done even in England, 
where the people pride themselves upon 
fair-dealing in sporting matters. It will be 
remembered that in the Hzrxwan-Sarens 
prize-fight many years ago, the friends of the 
British pugilist broke into the ring and 
saved their favorite from defeat. From 
all accounts, however, the present in- 
ternational conflict of brawn has been 
conducted fairly, and the American 
walker has well earned the title of the 
world-champion. It may be added that the 
interest felt in this match by Americans is 
even less than that excited among all classes 
of Englishmen, who are as a nation pro- 
verbially fond of sporting. 


The Rev. Josxrn Cook lectured in Wash- 
ington last Sunday evening before an audi- 
ence of scholars, preachers, thinkers, and 
ladies, interspersed with members of Con- 
gress.” Says the report of the lecture:

Then, if iife is ante- 
rior to organization, who shal! deny that ic is sub- 
sequent to disorganization? Microscopic examina- 
tion of the biopiasmic — nosign of organiza- 
tion, yet that it possesses life is un sestedel. Ma- 
terialiete admit the the co-ordina- 
tion of bioplasm, which is chemically identical in 
the acorn, the egg of the bird, the ovum of the 
animal. and yet from this absolute identity of the 
germ is woven the utter diversity of the oak, the 
eagle, the lion. Again, the bone was grosser than 
the flesh, the flesh the muscle, the tendon grosser 
than the nerves, and these in turn grosser than the 
nervous influence. Death then may be, and-prob- 
ably is, merely an unfettering from the flesh. not 
a Gaentetiment. The lecturer added his belief 
in the existence of conscience as an independent 
faculty.

He presented the subject 
in a singularly .clear manner, and deserves credit 
for — 1 „ by inference, defending, the 
proposition t the higher orders of animale are 
immortal, as man. With all bis clearness of state- 
ment, however, and logical method of arrance- 
ment, Mr. Cook presented po reasons, no argu- 
ments, to prove that deatn docs not end all, which 
bad not occurred, probably, to all his bearers. 


We fear the reverend scientist is dealing with 
dangerous postulates. Leaving what he calls 
the “‘ whisperings of revelation out of the 
argument, the scientific deduction must be 
that, if death does not end all, it ends none. 
If “life” is an indestructible essence, against

is. He can trace it back into the acorn, the 
egg, or the ovum,—each of which contains 
the complete tree, bird, fish, or animal in an 
undeveloped or embryotic state; but 
that is as far as investigation can pro- 
ceed by optical and chemical means. 
Follow out Coox’s syllogism to its sequence, 
that if life is anterior to organization it is 
therefore subsequent to disorganization, and 
he proves too much for orthodoxy or any 
sort of doxy, for this would make all life 
immortal. And, if that be so, the eggs of 
all the fish, reptiles, or birds that ever were 
spawned or laid also contain undeveloped 
but indestructible immortal souls, no matter 
whether they were hatched or not! Where 
are the souls of the mammals, fish, birds, 
reptiles, and insects that have lived and 
died? How are they employed or utilized? 
Are they transmigrated? The fact is, the 
reverend gentleman has ventured into water 
beyond his depth, and, as he is not web- 
footed or amphibious, he is in danger of 
drowning if not soon taken out. 
THE CITY FINANCES. 

The Mayor of Chicago, afew weeks ago, 
speaking of the supposed effect of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision on the subject of an- 
ticipating the city revenue to meet current 
expenses, stated that, under the prohibitory 
construction placed on that decision, he 
could not purchase $10 worth of lumber to 
repair a broken bri unless he had the 
cash, and until some revenue was collected 
there would be no money inthe Treasury, 
and the bridge would have to remain unre- 


The statement of the Mayor was theoretic- 
ally true. Under the interpretation claimed 
for that decision, there was no authority to 
buy lumber or nails on credit, nor any au- 
thority to borrow the $10, and, unless some- 
body should donate the lumber and nails and 
the labor, the bridge would have to be closed 
to travel for want of repairs. That was a 
pretty strong way of putting the case of the 
city’s embarrassment, if the Court really 
prohibited the city from meeting its current 
expenses by issuing orders payable on de- 
mand out of the revenue, when collected, 
from the tax levied to cover the par- 
ticular expenditure. The condition of 
the city financially, therefore, is under- 
stood to be: That the fiscal year be- 
gan Jan. 1, 1878; that the appropriations 
for that year are, in round figures, 34, 000, 
000; that only a small portion of the revenue 
from the tax levied, say $600,000, will be 
collected within the fiscal year; that even 
eventually not over 85 per cent of the 
whole tax will be collected,—therefore the 
aggregate expenditure must be limited to 85 
per cent of the appropriations; that the 
total cash payments available during the 
year will not exceed $600,000, and the re- 
mainder of the city’s expenditures must be 
‘‘carried” until some time in September, 
1879, when the bulk of the revenue wil be 
collected. The schools, the police, the Fire 
Department, and all the other branches of 
the public service are brought down to the 
hard-pan condition presented by this strin- 
gent and impecunious state of affairs. 

Some weeks ago the Comptroller furnished 
a statement of the condition of the funds on 
deposit in the City Treasury on the Ist of 
March, and we invite public attention to the 
figures and facts, which are as follows:

That was the amount of money then on 
deposit in the City Treasury over and above 
outstanding warrants drawn against it. This 
presents a somewhat anomalous condition of 
affairs. The city has three-fourths of a mull. 
ion of dollars cash in the Treasury, and is not 
able to purchase $10 worth of lumber to 
repair a broken bridge. Here is $725,000 
of public money lying idle in the City 
Treasury, while the city employes are not 
paid, and, unless they can get orders and 
have them shaved, must wait eighteen 
months for their wages. There is a law 
providing penalties against the use, con- 
version, or loaning of city money, and, 
therefore, we assume that the City Treasurer 
has not one dollar of this money drawing in- 
terest for his own profit or the profit 
of the city. But a City Treasurer 
less observant of the law and of 
his sworn obligations might have an average 
of $750,000 of public money loaned out to 
all manner of persons and corporations at 
the market rate for interest, while the city, 
whose money it is, is cut off from borrowing 
one dollar of it to meet its own current obli- 
gations. 
Taking out the several items belonging to 
the Water Department, amounting to about 


| utilize this half million and more of city 
money in meeting current expenses of the 
city. Thus, the to the credit of the 
Board of Public Works under the appropria- 
tion for 1876 might, under an extreme ne- 
cessity, be used to purchase lumber and 
nails to repair a broken bridge, or to repair 
one of the many impassable street-intersec- 
tions, which have become not only disgrace- 
ful but dangerous. 

It may be supposed that, leaving out the 
Water Fund, the other money in the Treasury 
represents outstanding certificates of old 
indebtedness, for the payment of which this 
money may be morally pledged. But this is 
not the case. If this money was applicable 
to that purpose it would be so applied. 
These are mainly cash balances of unexpend- 
ed appropriations, and are so much idle 
money subject to the general direction of 
the City Council, and should, if they are not 
now practically and legally, be treated as a 
cash surplus, subject to general use for city 
purposes. This large cash deposit in the 
City Treasury is not accidental or occasional ; 
it represents probably the average,—a sum 
which would be gratifying to a City Treasurer 
who might be disposed to collect a personal 
revenue from the loan of public funds. But our 
present Treasurer is not that kind of aman; he 
doubtless sympathizes deeply with the Mayor 
and Comptroller because of the embarrassed 
condition of the city’s finances, and will be 
glad to co-operate with the City Council in 
any action that body may take to enable the 
city to have the use of its own money to 
carry on its own Government and to pay 
the wages of its own employes. We are not 
aware that the Treasurer's office was estab- 
lished for the benefit, direct or possible, of 
the Treasurer. If the city be prohibited 
from creating a debt by borrowing money 
from A and B to pay its current expenses, 
we do not understand that it is prohibited 
from borrowing or using its own money in 
its own hands, without interest, to pay its 
own current expenditures, or to carry on the 
Government until the revenue is collected. 
With a balance of half a million of city 
money all the year round in the City Treas- 
ury (excluding the Water Fund) it does seem 
absurd that the Comptroller should be kiting 
round talking about certificates. Let every 
dollar of city money not belonging to the 
Water Fund be utilized by the city for the 
city. The large balance on hand in the City 
Treasury is neither useful nor ornamental. 
Let the city have the use of it. Let the 
Finance Committee investigate, and recom- 
mend the needed legislation on this subject. 


THE SKELETON IN THE CLOSET. 

The good and evil go together in modern 
improvements, as in everything else in the 
world. The credit system brings with it 
breaches of trust such as were not dreamed 
of in simpler days; we travel in luxurious 
railway cars at the risk of nameless horrors 
of death or mutilation at Ashtabula or 
Tariffville; our sewers give a new and ter- 
rible meaning to the old saying that every 
house has a skeleton in the closet. When 
the modern system of drainage was intro- 
duced into Glasgow some years ago its first 
work was to carry typhoid fever from the 
slums into the most fashionable street, which 
ran along a height, till then the healthiest 
part of the city. The sewers of Paris 
have been wonderfully described by 
Victor Huco as the entrails of that vast 
capital, and their arrangement and the 
management of them make them admirable 
agents of the public health, The small, un- 
lighted, unventilated sewers of Chicago dis- 
tribute disease instead of removing it. 
What sewer-gas is and how it affects the 
health are problems as yet unsolved. The 
practical measures to be taken to avoid its 
devastation of life and health are simple. 
Every sanitary engineer has a different 
theory to account for the blood-poisoning, 
the typhoid fever, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
and other ills that are found to follow sewer- 
gas. One, who recently lectured in New 
York, says the sewer-gas, that kills by 
giving rise to zymotic diseases, is an organic 
vapor”; another writes that the decomposi- 
tion of sewage develops immense numbers 
of the germs the growth of which in 
the body constitutes zymotic disease. 
Those who ascribe the bad effects 
of imperfect sewerage to the gases 
generated do not agree as to the analysis, or 
qualities, of these noxious vapors; the 
germ men have not been able, even with 
the assistance of TTXDALL, to decide whether 
each disease has its own germ, how the germs 
originate or are propagated, how they enter 
the body of man, or whether they are ani- 
mal or vegetable. Worse than all, after the 
parasite has established itself in a human 
habitat, and has begun to eat out the life of 
the body, the doctors cannot agree in their 
diagnoses or treatment. Obviously, common 
people, who cannot decide between germs 
and gases, must protect themselves by pre- 
ventive measures. Whether the things they 
dread are exhalations or demons flying in 
the air,” as Prraacoras defined diseases two 
thousand years ago, they must cut them off. 
Fortunately, here the authorities agree bet- 
ter. Light and air are the great enemies 
to the fiend of the sewers. If gas, the 
air dilutes and neutralizes it; if germ, the 
air and light bring it to rapid maturity and 
death. Ventilation of the sewers and the 
house drainage is recommended by all experts 
in sanitary engineering. If you are building 
a house, carry up your draiu-pipes to the 
roof; have no closets without side windows 
ora light and air shaft. If your house is 
built and has unventilated sewers and drains, 
stir yourself, for the skeleton is in the 
closet, and will walk forth at night to put its 
fatal arms around you, or some other one 
almost as dear, when defenseless in sleep. 


tion can be had by running a pipe, like a 
rain-spout, without curves or traps, from the 
sewer up the front of the house to the roof. 
Any roofer can put a hood on such a pipe 
that, whichever way the wind may blow, will 
draw the air in the pipe upward. In 
this way a great deal can be done to 
carry away the sewer-gas with its deadly 
burden before it enters the house. Another 
excellent thing to do is to connect the main 
drain in the cellar with a chimney that is in 
constant use, so as to utilize the upward 
draft caused by the heat. The traps in gen- 
eral use in plumbing are—traps. They are 
a delusion and a snare. No trap has yet 
been invented that is accepted as a sure pro- 
tection against sewer-gas. Disinfectants are 
useful only ‘in emergencies and for certain 
purposes. The only permanent allies that 
have yet been secured in this battle for life 
with an unseen and unknown foe are light 
and air. It is by these agents that the city 
is to be protected against its sewers and the 
house against its drains. In the spring of 
the year the pressure of gas in the Chicago 


In such a house a cheap and ready ventila- | 
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the outside air. People shut their houses 
hermetically in winter, receive this deadly 
incessant stream, and never dream that the 
deaths from scarlet-fever are anything but 
the inscrutable dispensations of Him who 
chastens those He loves.

THE SALOON-KEEPER IN POLITICS. 

We have heard and read more or less dur- 
ing the last few years of The Scholar 
in Politics,” The Young Man in Poli- 
tics,” and so on, but there has been sin- 
gular reticence about The Saloon-Keeper 
in Politics.” Though neglected in the litera- 
ture of politics, this same potent and 
ubiquitous agent has apparently been gain- 
ing in practical influence in most large cities, 
and never fails to assert himself with more 
or less success during the preliminary and 
active municipal campaigns. The Saloon- 
Keeper in Politics rather overreached him- 


self in Chicago during the Corum regime, 


and suffered from the natural law of reac- 
tion. At the last two Aldermanic elections, 
the instinct of self-preservation has prompt- 
ed the more responsible property-owners 
and taxpayers to put forth exceptional efforts 
against improper influences in the choice of 
Aldermen; but temporary retirement and 
rest seem to have reinvigorated the bar- 
tenders, and it is evident that they are going 
to put forth desperate efforts to secure the 
election of a Council especially favorable to 
their own interests and to the classes which 
constitute their main support. 

We have no special objections to urge 
against the saloon-keeper per se. It would 
be unmetropolitan to take broad ground 
against such a numerous and weil-recognized 
component of city life. He can scarcely be 
the subject of panegyric at any time, and 
there are those to whom he always seems to 
be an offensive person. Tun Tamer, how- 
ever, does not partake of this wholesale dis- 
like of the saloon-keeper as a class. Though 
there are numerous examples to the con- 
trary, we can conceive him to be a good citi- 
zen, an excellent family man, a fast friend, 
and a responsible person. A man is not 
necessarily objectionable on general prin- 
ciples because he happens to be a saloon- 
keeper. But the Saloon-Keeper in Politics is 
always an undesirable person, and this be- 
cause he is always determined to subordinate 
politics to his own business. When a mer- 
chant makes a choice bet ween candidates for 
Aldermen in his ward he is not guided 
solely by his business relations with such 
or such a candidate; but the Saloon-Keeper 
in Politics has an eye single to the saloon- 
interests and to the well-being of those who 
frequent his bar and contribute largely to his 
till. The Saloon-Keeper in Politics always 
reflects upon the character of his own busi- 
ness by advocating the nomination and elec- 
tion of a depraved or untrustworthy class, 
and by fighting all men who lay claim to 
respectability and responsibility. His influ- 
ence is far-reaching, for it extends not merely 
to those who are embraced in the general 
designation of. bummers, but also to a 
large class of reputable business-men and 
workingmen who frequent saloons more or 
less. Those who sit down to a glass of beer 
and a newspaper, those who pick up a little 
lunch with the accompaniment of a mixed 
drink, and all who are in thechabit of drop- 
ping into saloons often, get familiar with 
the keeper or bar-tender, are subjected in a 
greater or less degree to the saloon-infiu- 
ence; and observation shows that this influ- 
ence is not calculated to improve the charac- 
ter of city government, 

Recent events in Chicago furnish a war- 
rant for all we have said. The Saloon-Keeper 
in Politics has shown his power by dictating 
most of the Aldermanic nominations. that 
have been made by the Democrats so far, 
and most of these nominations are admitted 
on all sides to be of an objectionable and 
dangerous character. The list includes sev- 
eral bar-tenders, whose occupation and ex- 
perience are certainly not the best to consti- 
tute a proper guardianship for important 
municipal interests; also several chronic 
office-holders and office-seekers who have 
been accustomed to live for years on places 
to which little or no salary is attached ; also 
several others whose names cannot be found 
in the Directory, who have no visible means 
of support, and who are not likely to con- 
cern themselves in the conservation of peace 
and property at the lowest possible cost 
to the people. The extent to which 
the Saloon-Keeper in Politics has dic- 
tated to the local Democratic party 
this yeat identifies that party with the 
saloon-interest more closely than ever before, 
—and that was entirely superfluous. The 
result of electing the Aldermen whose nom- 
ination has thus been dictated may possibly 
be favorable to a greater license and better 
patronage of the saloons ; but, however de- 
sirable such a result may be regarded by some 
persons, it is scarcely so beneficent as to com- 
pensate for the danger of giving over the 
City Council to a set of incompetent, igno- 
rant, and irresponsible men. There was never 
atime in the political history of Chicago 
when the property-owner and taxpayer have 
more need of careful and economical admin- 
istration of municipal affairs than now; and 
if the saloon-keepers persist in using their 
influence to bring bummers to the front the 
business and working classes ought to resist 
that influence with renewed pertinacity. 

The Chicago Saloon-Keeper in Politics has 
not been satisfied, it seems, with dictating 
the Aldermanic nominations on the Dem- 
ocratic side, but also desires, with certain 
characteristic shrewdness, to make the gen- 
eral saloon-question an issue in the coming 
city election. To this end, Mr. Bowe.” 
MvuE.iEr, who appears to be a leader of the 
faction, caused the Society of the Saloon- 
Keepers (in Politics) to pass a resolution re- 
quiring of every Aldermanic candidate, as a 
condition precedent of their ¢upport, that he 


sign a pledge of the following purport: 
The undersigned hereby declares that he is op- 
sed to all so-called temperance and sumptuary 
egisiation, and that, if elected to the Common 
Council, he will not vote for any ordinance pro- 
hiviting the sale of liqnors on Sundays, or to 
minors, or at any time between the hours of 5a. m. 
and 12 p. m., or for any ordinance which is calcu- 
2 to injure the legiumate traffic in intozicating 
quors. 


Of course this is nothing more nor less than 
a trap, the working of which is designed to 
justify the Saloon-Keeper in Politics in using 
his influence against every respectable man 
who may consent to be a candidate for the 
Council. As a matter of fact, there is no 
issue, and can be no issue, about keeping 
saloons open on Sundays. The agitation of 
that question has already done Chicago 
injury enough, and no sensible person wants 
it reopened. The “pledge” drawn up by 
the saloon-keepers is intended asa notice 
that this question will be incidental to the 
city election, and, if they could convince the 
Germans and liberal-minded people that this 
were the fact, there is no doubt but they 
could gain a more general support for their 
bummers than they will otherwise be 
able todo. But it is nota fact, and the 
mere say-so of the Saloon-Keeper in Politics 
will not convinee anv intelligent person that 


ſu is The present ordinances permit the 


opening of saloons on Sunday in a decent, 
inoffensive manner, and nobody is going 
around complaining of it particularly. There 
has not been, and there is no indication any- 
where that there will be, any movement to 
pass a Sunday ordinance. The sale of 
liquor to minors is an entirely different affair. 
Such sale is already prohibited by the State 
law, and the practice itself is one that will 
not be approved by anybody outside of the 
saloon-keepers. Judge MoAuisrzer, how- 
ever, found it incumbent upon him to set 
aside the faulty ordinance adopted to bring 
this | phase of the saloon-business 
under the control of the city authorities, and 
nothing but prosecution under the statute is 
now in order. The Saloon-Keeper in Politicsis, 
therefore, endeavoring to widen his influence 
by deception and fraud in the impertinent 
dictation of a certain pledge to Aldermanic 
candidates, and decent and respectable peo- 
ple should be careful not to be misled 


thereby.

JURY SERVICE. 

It is a very common practice for business 
men and the “ respectable classes to in- 
veigh against laws, courts, and bailiffs for 
admitting incompetent and irresponsible men 
upon juries. Justice in the courts, whether 
criminal or civil, is said to be out of the 
question, because the character of the aver- 
age jury isso bad. Yet it is a matter of 
common notoriety that, whenever a business 
man is summoned for jury service, he em- 
ploys every possible expedient, even down 
to a doctor 's certificate of illness, to get 
himself out of what he regards as a bad 
scrape. The fact is almost universally 
ignored that there are duties as well as ben- 
efits attached to popular government; there 
is great outcry when the privileges or ben- 
efits are impaired, but a common disposition 
to evade the duties. 

The most striking instance of resistance to 
the public duty of serving on the jury that 
has been reported lately is that of a railroad 
officer in this city who took upon himself to 
threaten the discharge of an employe in case 
the latter should serve on a jury to which he 
had been summoned. This was, of course, 
a serious matter to the employe, who repre- 
sented the situation to Judge Jameson, and 
begged to be excused ip order to save his 
place. The Judge told the summoned juror 
that he would excuse him if he could bring 
a letter from his superior officer showing 
that he would be discharged in case he did 
his duty asa citizen, and for that reason. 
The result was the production of the follow- 
ing letter: 

Juno Jameson—Dear Sir: The bearer, W. J. 
Dunn, one of our clerks in this office, having been 
summoned to serve as juryman, I beg leave to say 
that our business is so 8 at this time that, if 
he is compelied to serve on the jury, he will lose 
his position here, as our work must be done. I 


would, therefore, ask that he be excused, if con- 
sistent. Yours truly, D. R. Riot, Agent. 


Judge Jameson excused Mr. Donn, as he 
said he would, but very properly instructed 
the bailiffs to summon Mr. Rp to serve 
as the next juror that might be needed. 
This was done, and nobody will feel sorry if 
said Mr. RDrz be detained a week or two 
in doing the State some service, nor if he be 
obliged to carry around the order for his 
pay some months before he can get it cashed. 
The only danger is that this Mr. Rp will 
still discharge the unfortunate employe whom 
he proposed to punish for doing his duty; but 
Mr. Rippe.u’s good sense will:probably not 
permit him to exercise his authority for any 
such purpose. 

This case, aside from the gratification it 
will afford most people to know that a good 
juror was secured, is only important as indi- 
cating the difficulty which the officers of the 
law encounter whenever they endeavof to se- 
cure the proper kind of men for — 
ice. This service is as much of a duty as 
the payment of taxes, or any other common 
exaction, in consideration of the protection 
of Government and courts, and it is bad 
citizenship, if not positively immoral, to re- 
fuse to submit to it, and especially to pre- 


vent others from serving by intimidation, 


threats, or actual penalty. The character of 
our juries will never improve until business 
men take a higher view of their own respon- 
sibility. 


O’LEARY’S WALK. 

Chicago is ahead again. Chicago is always 
ahead. The splendid record that O’Lzarr 
has made in his walk in London is something 
of which every Chicagoan hasa right to be 
proud.

Even members of Parliament leave 
their tiresome debates on the Eastern ques- 
tion to watch O'Leary and greet him with 
applause and inspire him to renewed efforts 
with their enthusiasm.

ALDERMANIC. 
FIRST WARD. 

A regular and largely-attended meeting of 
the First Ward Republican Club was held last 
evening at the Pacific Hotel, Mr. L. L. Coburn 
in the chair. 

On motion, Messrs, M. H. Neighbor, 8. W. 
King, and D. J. Lyon were recommended as 
judges of election, and the Secretary was in- 
structed to band in their names to the two 
MAR who represent the ward in the Coun- 


Senator Oglesby, who was a guest of the 
hotel, was invited to address the meeting. In 
compliance with the request, he did so, and in 
the course of a few well-chosen words adjured 
his hearers to cling to the Republican banner, 
and not desert the old flag.” His remarks 
were received with unbounded cheers. 

At the conclusion of Senator Oglesby’s ora- 
tion, the Committee of Seven appointed three 
weeks ago to recommend candidates for Alder- 
men was requested to report.

Mr. 8. F. Brown Sdeclined peremptorily, with 
the hove that his friends would support Mr. 
Coburn. 

The last named gentieman blushingly re- 
turned thanks, but stated that he never could 
accept, owing to the pressure of private busi- 
uess. 8 

Other gentlemen then addressed the meeting 
to the effect that Messrs. Tobey, Roe, Blair, 
Wentworth, and Dunham could not be induced 
to allow their names to be used as candidates. 

Finally the report of the Committee was ac- 
cepted and a ballot orderea. It resulted as 
foliows: Sands, 59; Taylor, 45; Brown, 5; 
Wentworth, 4; Murphy, 1.

Mr. Pratt declined, and Arthur Dixon was by 
vote of the meeting substituted in his place. 
Mr. King announced that there was another 
list of names ciandestinely before the meeting, 
and he offered a resolution that it be entirely 
ignored and the report of the Committee be 
adopted. His motion was received with several 
groans. 4 
Messrs. Lyon and Hunter spoke in favor of 
King’s list. 

The report as amended by the insertion of 
Arthur Dixon’s name was accepted ana adopted. 
On the announcement of the Aldermanic 
vote, there were loud calls for Mr. Obadiah 
Sands, who came to the front and returned his 
thanks for the honor conferred. He promised 
to fulfill the duties of the office honestly. He 
had no affiliation with any combination or ring. 
He would not support any steal or trickery. 
Balloting for a choice of delegates to the 
Town Convention was the next in order, and 
resulted as follows: L. L. Coburn, 116; D. J. 
Wren, 108; John A. Hunter, 79; Stephen F 
Brown, 77; Ed B. Longley, 78; Arthur Dixon, 
75; W. M. Baker, 73; Louis Haas, 72. 
On motion, Messrs. Bakoski, Ballard, and 
Storey were appointed a Committee on Printing, 
to get out the ticket elected by the club.

SOME NOTABLE DUELS.

Ireland is the home of the modern duel. It 
flourishes here to an extent not dreamed of 
elsewhere. it was in Ireland, and as late as 
1812, too, that the Judge said from the sench, in 
a trial for murder in a duel, to his jury: Gen- 
tlemen. it is my business to lay down the law to 
you, and I will. The law says killing a man in 
@aduel is murder. and I am bound to tell you 
that it is murder; therefore, in the discharge of 
my duty, I tell you so; but at the same time I 
say to you that a fairer duel than this I never 
saw in the course of my life.” 
If Ireland is the home of the duel, Sir Jonah 
Barrington may be called the father of the code. 
His utterances upon this subject are law all over 
the world. Barrington himself had several 
duels: He was once called by a Mr. Dely to the 
field without ever ar seen him. hen he 
the ground Mr. Daly announced that 

Barrington was not the man he had intended to 
challenge. Barrington insisted, however, u

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active Saturday, and averaged firmer, though there 
was no important advance im prices except in 
wheat and rye, while spot corn was weaker be- 
cause of larger offerings. The tone was more 
nervous than usual. The news published by the 
morning papers was more warlike, and color was 
given to this py a decline in consols, but a mes- 
sage was received which stated that the English 
Government was not cognizant of any demand for 
the withdrawal of war vessels, and then the feel- 
ing was less éxcited, though still nervous. The 
weather was very warm for the time of year, and 
fine overhead, which promised a better inspection 
of corn. The receipte of produce were fair in 
volume, and the outgo ditto. 

Jobbers of dry-goods were pretty busy. Many 
buyers were in attendance, and in most depart- 
ments of the market a good degree of activity was 
apparent. Spring dress goods, prints, sheetings, 
shirtings, denims, ginghams, drills, and fiotions 
were specially active. There was a liberal demand 
for staple and fancy groceries, aud prices were gen- 
erally firm. Sugars were strong, ruling an he 
higher. Yellowsngars are in very light supply. 
and some styles have advances e within the past 
two or three days. Teas are receiving more atten- 
tion, but prices remain unchanged. In the dried 
fruit market there was considerahle animation, 
both the city and country demands being liberal. 
Prices were quoted as before. Canned goods are 
offered very low, and are meeting with a large de- 
mand. Nochange was noted in the fish market. 
Butter and cheese are arriving freely, and prices 
continue to work downward. Oils were fairly and 
generally ¢teady, as were also paints and colors. 
Leather was quoted dull and weak. Tobacco was 
quiet and steady. Coal and wood remain dull and 
unsettled. 

Lumber was in good demand and firm. The 
common grades are in first-class demand, and 
dealers are talking of advancing the price, to con- 
torm with the rise at other points. The lake-re- 
ceipte are small, and will be this month, as there 
is little old lumber left at the mille, and the logs 
are not yet out of the rivers. The warm weather 
is drying up the swamps in the pineries, and the 
streams are so low, with a few exceptions, that 
lambermen will have to depend on the late rains 
for enough water to run the logs out. The seed 
market was dull and weak under large offerings, 
the late varieties being excepted, and the high 
grades of the other seeds closed the same as on the 
preceding day. Wool, broom-corn, and hops 
were dull. Timothy hay was in good de- 
mand and firm, while prairie was slow. 
The demand for poultry was only fair, and prices 
were irregular, the offerings being rather liberal, 
and sellers wanted to close out, as the weather 
was too warm tocarry the stock over. Eggs were 
not so plenty, and steadier. Potatoes were weak, 
ander large offerings, with no demand of conse- 
quence. 

Rail freights were moderately active, and quoted 
steady on the basis of 20¢ per 100 Ibe for grain to 
New York. A lot of 100,000 ba wheat was char- 
tered to go East on terms which were whispered 
to be considerably below 20c. Ii is stated that an 
advance will be expected at the close of this 
month, and some carriers have given notice that 
no freight will be received afterthe 28th inst. at 
the rates now current. 

Lake freights were nominal at 2%c for corn by 
sail to Buffalo, and 3c asked fot wheat to do.

The name of the young lady was so little 
concealed by the omission of letters that every 
person who was acquainted with her for whom the 
advertisement was intended (and it could mean 
none but her, as her name was so marked) knew 
at once who was meant. and the personal, fram 
in language that showed a falsity upon ite face, 
revealed so plainly the malicious motive it con- 
tained that no room was left for doubt. And, 
too, the number given was that of a notorious place 
of vicious resort. 

A tempest of wrath at once arose. Father, 
friends, and relatives of the young ladv swore last- 
ing revenge. The contemptible insult offered to 
the lady cut them tothe quick. That she, who 
had always deported herself in the way most 
becoming toa lady, and had never been known 
to say or doaught that even the evil-minded 
could construe into an improper act, should be so 
assailed without cause and in such an open, pub- 
lic way, was enough to make them justly cry for 
vengeance, But who was the perpetrator of this 
„practical joke, this easy way to get even 
for a well-deserved social rebuff? Suspicion at 
once fell upon a young man who had sought the 
hand and heart of the fair one in vain. In justice 
to him be it said that he cleared himself from the 
imputation cast upon him, and shamed those 
who had suspected him. There was another 
man who had upon one occasion written a 
very impertinent note to Miss ——, and had upon 
another occasion boasted himself the perpetrator 
of another huge practical joke in inviting the 

oung lady to 4 party, and saying, after being re- 

used, that he had intended not to escort her in 
case she accepted the invitation, The 2 * 
utation of this man had not a little influence in 
turning suspicion against him. He had been, say 
the lady's friends, detected in many scurvy tricks 
and scurrilous remarks, and is all to be the 
author of anonymous letters to a certain lady con- 
cerning her husband, and of similar letters to the 
relatives of that lady directing suspicion to that 
husband. It may not be out of place to add that 
no one could have been more generally aisliked 
than this Jago. 

BUT HOW TO VERIFY THE SUSPICIONS 
which inevitably attached themselves to him, was 
the main question for solution by the many friends 
who had interested themselves in the avenging of 
such a cowardly act. Steps were immediately 
taken to prove the guilt. The copy from which 
the advertisement had been printed was secured 
and taken by Mr. W. J. Swan, whose relations to 
the young lady are of such a nature that he was 
deeined the proper person to espouse her cause, 
and compared by him with the impertinent 
letter mentioned above. The similarity between 
the chirography of the two was so striking that Mr. 
Swan was at once satisfied that the dastara had 
been found. To fortify himself, he presented the 
papers to an expert, who unhesitati pro- 
nounced them from the same pen. And Prof. R. 
U. Piper, the microscopist, readily pointed out the 
unmistakable peculiarities of the one seen in the 
other, and declared positively that the person who 
was guilty of writi the letter was the 
writer of the advertisement. The author 
of the letter was James C. Harris, who 
boards with Dr. Swartley at No. 755 Michigan 
avenue. Therefore the authorship of the personal 
was atfributed to that individual. He has an un- 
enviable reputation and a business repute over 
which his former employes, the Hall Safe & Lock 
Company, shake their heads. To this person Mr. 
Swan turned. He sought him at his abiding 
place. but finding him dancing attendance at Bour- 
nique’s, ‘* called him out, and demanded a settle- 
ment without unnecessary delay. Harris refused 
to be interviewed then, and declined to call the 
next day at Mr. Swan's office, 
of the Vice-President of the 
Union Telegraph Company. Thus 
unwittingly postponed a settlement of accounts. 
Mr. Swan volunteered to call upon him in the morn- 
ing. Harris said that he would be out.“ Not 
to be baffled, Mr. Swan waited in front of his resi- 
dence till he .should return. Harris, it appears, 
sent home for a pistol, and upon the most pitiful 
entreaties induced three acquaintances to see him 
home. At the residence Mr. Swan waited with 
two friends whom he desired to witness the affair. 
When the carriage containing Harris and his pro- 
tectors rolled up Mr. Swan confron Harris. The 
urgent interference of Harris escorts, and 
possibly the presence of two guardians of the 
peace, prevented an outbreak and a great 
disturbance. That Harris would not meet the 
responsioility of his alleged acts like a man was 
evident. The next night Mr. Swan called at No. 
755 Michigan avenue and found Harris at home. 
Entering the varlor and demanding Harris to step 
outside, and being refused, Mr. Swan drew a dog- 
whip and laid it M over the head and 
shoulders of the alleged defamer. Great livid 
marks rose in response to the touch of the whip. 
Harris drew a pistol, and ordered Mr. Swan out of 
the house. Mr. Swan was unarmed. He dared 
Harris to shoot. Harris did not fire. Satisfied 
with the humiliation which he had bestowed upon 
the man before him, Mr. Swan withdrew, and 
Harris will long remember the punishment of the 
bad deeds claimed to have been committed by him, 
which could emanate only from one totally lost to 
the commonest feelings of decency and gentle- 
manly deportment. 


CITY CERTIFICATES. 
A NEW MOVE IN THE INJUNCTION SUIT. 

Yesterday morning Gen. George W. Smith and 
John M. Rountree appeared before Judge Moore 
with a petition to make Mrs. Elizabeth Bayard, 
widow of Robert Bayard, of New York, a party 
defendant in the case of Henry Fuller vs. The city. 

Mr. Robey, attorney for Mr. Fuller, objected, on 
the ground that it would raise collateral issues. 

Mr. Smith informed the Court that the bill 
alleged that Fuller was a taxpayer, and was seck- 
ing to enjoin the city from using certain revenue 
forthe payment of warrants which were issued 
for money advanced to the city in anticipation of 
the revenue. The city had derived the money on 
warrants, and was now about to use money which 
it had received from taxes in payment of these 
certificates. The bill alleged that such certificates 
were void; that there was a conspiracy existing 
between the city and the certificate-holders to use 
the money in this way. The question which would 
arise must necessarily be of most interest to the 
certificate-holders. it could make little differ- 
ence to the city, except as it affected it power to 
borrow, whether the injunctions were granted or 
not. He was ready to show the material interest 
of his client. 

The Court inquired how Mrs. Bayard would be 
injured if not made a party. 

Mr. Smith said that the city, if enjoined, would 
be prevented from paving her certificates. It would 
not be proper to make her sit by and then say, if 
this case resulted inthe issuance of the order, 
that she might commence a case at common law. 
To get a judgment would require from three to five 
years. In the meantime the city might divert the 
money. Her appearance in this case would aleo 
prevent a multitude of suits. 

Mr. Rountree held that the city was only a Trus- 
tee, and was pledged to pay the money to the cer 
tificate-holders. Under such circumstances the 
bolder had as much right to be made a party as a 
bondholder in a railroad case. The real contro- 
versy was between Fuller and the certificate-hold- 
ers. If the imjanction should be issued, the city 
could not pay the certificates, and the holders 
would have toapply fora judgment. By making 
them defendants but one suit would be necessary. 
Fuller claimed to be the taxpayer; the certificate. 
holder claimed the taxes, and hence the latter 
should be heard. Besides, the bill charged the 
petitioner with being a conspirator. 

Mr. Robey replied by saying that the defendants 
were realiy only the city o rs. As in the Ed- 
wards case, there was no necessity for other de- 
fendants. 

Mr. Rountree—And no application te be made 
defendants either. 

Mr. Robey said that the complatnant had the op- 
tion of admitting new defendants, but could not 
— 4 to do so, especially if coltateral issues 
would be thereby raised. A decree against the 
city would be binding against ali holders of certifi- 
cates. The latter, if they fedred a diversion of the 
money pending a suit for a judgment, could apply 
for an injanction to enjoin such diversion. 

Corporation-Counsel Bonfield, on behalf of the 
city, said that the bill alleged that the city was a 
conspirator, witn others, to defraud the citizens. 
It was a fact, however, that there were reports on 
the street that the city was conspiring with Henry 
Fuller to prevent the payment of the warrants. He

The old fellow, 
who was yet hale and hearty in 1870, slept the 
best part of the year round, only awaking once 
and again in the twelvemonth. In the fat 
days before Leut, and again at the Mi-Careme, 
he would shake himself together and go mad 
for about a weck, during which all his loyal 
subjects made it a point of honor to pay him 
the merry homage be loved best (for he was no 
stickler for propriety). 
The streets of Paris were 
WORTH LOOKING AT 

at such moments, and, if the sights there seen 
were not always edifying, they were at least full 
of interest to philosophers and observers of 
buman nature. A sort of frenzy would seize 
hold of the population. They were possessed 
by a wild craving for false noses; the solemn 
garb of ordinary life seemed to weigh heavily 
upon them, and was discarded forthe motley 
and the capand bells of Folly.

„ BSTUDIANTINAS ESPANOLAS?”’ 

In the favored land of pretty senoritas, bull 
fights, and pronunciamentos, it is the custom 
at this season, in the University towns, for the 
students to go about with guitars and all man- 
ner of music, serenading the ladies and ng 
impromptu open-air concerts. ‘hese bands are 
called Estudiantinas. 

The students of the venerable University of 
Salamanca—long pre-eminent in wit, wealth, 
and culture—have had the original idea of send- 
ing a real Estudiantina to Paris, to show us 
something of the glories of a Spanish Carnival. 
Sixty of them started from Salamanca last 
week, with mandolipes, cuitars, flutes, and 
liberally supplied with “the sinews 
of war.” They are musicians, every 
one, and belong, I understand, 
some of the first families in Spain. I need 
hardly sav their arrival has created an immense 
sensation. A new atmosphere of youth and 
gaiety seems to pervade Paris since they have 
been here. Wherever they go,—and the 
everywhere, from the Elysee to the Ecole de 
Medicine,—they have an enthusiastic welcome 
Their concerts are voted charming, thgir dances 
(for they dance too) are pronounced inimitable, 
aud we never tire of admiring their picturesque 
costume. The daring and novelty of their 
frolic, and the easy grace, handsome faces, and 
rood-humor of the young fellows, made the 

studiantina popular directly. 

A MORE GALLANT SIGHT 

than that of these sixty young Spaniards when 
they set out on their daily round, you could nct 
sce. They are dressed in the effective costume 
worn by the Salamanca students of the Six- 
teenth Century. It consists of a rich black vel- 
vet tunic, buttoned down the front, black silk 
stockings, and short velvet breeches of the 
same color, leather shoes with bows and steel 
buckles, a long Spanish cloak rolled round the 
body aud thrown gracefully over the shoulder,— 
all black,—white kid gioves, and, lastly, a black 
hariequin hat, cocked Jaunthy on one sid 
and oddly adorned by an ivory spoon stitch 
on in front.

dramatic hits as the ‘‘Celebrated

Case and The Crushed Tragedian, both of

Mitwavukgg, March 23.—In my letter pub- 
lished in Tus Tao last Sunday, 1 gave an 
opinion in regard to the folly of our city fathers 
in allowing the Northwestern Railway Company 
to appropriate three miles of the best portion 
of the lake-front to its own use and behoof, thus 
cutting off the city forever from any occupancy 
of the same, and destroving a very valuabie 
residuary interest beyond the water’s edge. 
This position was warmly controverted by the 
Commercial Times, and in the course of its dis- 
cussion of the subject it made some allusions to 
the prominent citizens and business-men of 
Milwaukee that must not be allowed to go un- 
chalienged. Some of its assertions in reference 
to the corporate action of the City cf Milwau- 
kee in aid of great public improvements, which 
also involve the euterprise and liberality of the 
individual citizen, 

ARE 80 UTTERLY GROUNDLESS 

and undeserved that I feel it my duty to pub- 
licly repel them. Putting aside the lake-front 
matter, the Commercial Times takes occasion 
to remark that ‘‘ Nothing could be more stupid 
than the inkospitable attitude of Milwaukee 
towards commercial enterprises which other 
less favorably placed localities welcome and 
seize to their own advantage, and to Milwaukee’s 
detriment.”” This is a specimen sentence from 
the article, with others still more cutting, sar- 
castic, and untrue,when the writer gets down to 
the details of his public libel. 

It might possibly answer ali purposes to put 
in a general denial of all these base insinua- 


tions, if it were not for the fact that the proof 


to the contrary is not circumstantial, but his- 
torical, extending over a period of thirty 
years, so that a clear understanding of the case 
requires it to be stated specifically. Those who 
have known Milwaukee from the time when it 
had no paved streets, nor a foot of railroad 
leading out of it, are somewhat familiar with 
the slow and tedious process by which our 
present 
MAGNIFICENT LINES OF RAILWAY 
have been constructed. Given, a new State a 
thousand miles from the seaboard, and origi- 
nally settled by the poorer classes of people, 
who had taken Mr. Greelty’s laconic bit of ad- 
vice to go west and grow up with the country, 
and you have a section in which the costly 
method of railroad building does not come by 
the grace of God and the exercise of the right 
of eminent domain. Foreign capital, always 
shrewd ard sly, had to be invoked, and induce- 
ments held out that implied no loss or risks, 
but great profits; and these risks had to be 
assumed in part by the public spirit of private 
individuals, and by the generous aid of Legis- 
latures and municipalities. And Milwaukee's 
policy towards all public enterprises has always 
been kind and liberal to a fault, and never 
„Stupid“ nor inhospitable.“ 
IN HER CORPORATE CAPACITY 
she bas suffered much already by reason of her 
too free use of her credit, and her liberal citi- 
zens have suffered still more. Some of them 
have been ruined financially, and others went 
to their ves poor men, and others are now 
reaping where they sowed. When we look at 
the trials and labors of such men as Kilbourn, 
the Kneelands, the Vliets, Crocker, Holton, 
Brodhead, Flanders, Finch, Smith, Richards, 
Mitchell, Goodrich, Ladi „ and a dozen 
others among the old settlers, and a dozen more 
of younger men who have come to the front at 
a later day, we feel indiguant at the unjust crit- 
iciems that have been so unjustly cast upon 
them. A few statistics may help to sharpen the 
point of my argument, and so I give the follow-

The $65,000 in bonds that were exchanged for 
stock in the Northern Company are 
not worth a cent on the dollar, and that amount 
will swell the dead loss to the city, and for 
which the taxpayers are now sweating, to near 
$400,000. Nor is thisthe worst of it. This out- 
standing indebtedness against the city, except 
that incurred in aid of the Northern , Was 
incurred for roads that never had an existenee 
except on paper, and have not a rod of road in 
operation to-day. It is possible that the city 
may have a claim upon the right of way of the 
old Beloit line, if the statute of limitation has 
not ruu on the debt, but even that is worthless 
unless the road is completed. 

With this brief and imperiect vindication of 
the city from the charge of being innospitable ” 
iu its policy towards public improvements, I re- 
mind my bright young friend who edits the of- 
ficial paper of the saying of St. Paul, to-wit:

CHicaGco, March 23.—Notwithstanding the 
rapid improvement of art in the United States, 
aod particularly the splendid progress made of 
late years by the artists of New York, it is still 
true, and I fear will be true for along time to 
come, that for the chief authorities in art mat- 
ters we must continue to look to Europe. When 
we are discussing the merits of an artist of tal- 
ents and reputation we involuntarily ask, how 
does—or how would—he rank in Europe!

CHEAP COMMUTATION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
CaicaGco, March 23.—At this time, while 
building is so cheap and property in first-class 
suburban villages with fine improvements and 
all modern conveniences, such as water, gas, 
and good streets and sewerage, is offered at the 
lowest possible price, either by mortgages or 
owners of incumbered tracts, if the different 
railroads running suburban trains should put 
down their rates so that transportation would 
only be a small item inthe expenses of those 
living out of the city, it would open the way for 
a larger class of young, enterprising, and re- 
spectable men of moderate incomes 
locate outside of the city. 
There has been too great a tendency on the 
part of some of these suburbs to build up an 
exclusive society measured by wealth mainiy, 
to which they have thought it necessary to keep 
out what they term the poorer classes, which 
embraces a large portion of tne respectable ele- 
ment of Chicago to-day. The whirlwind in the 
shape of the irresistible panic which has swept 
through many of the families composing this 
exclusive element in the suburbs has twisted 
their so completely out of shape as to 
very 1 break up their monopoly ot the 
green lawns, shady groves, and attractive lake 
and river banks surrounding Chicago. Many of 
them who were rich have become members of 
the very class that seemed so obnoxious to them, 
and property held at high prices is offered by 
mortgagees at low rates. It needs now but a 
reduction of fare on suburban trains to enable 
men of small means, but still respectable, to 
procure homes in the choicest of our suburbs at 
avery small outiay. This reduction in rates 
will increase the amount of travel on these 
trains and in the end be of material advantage 
to the several companies.

RENTS IN BROOKLYN. 

The New York Times says: Brooklyn rents

STOCK-YARDS SMELLS, 
To the Editor of The. Tribune. 

CuaicaGco, March 23.—Much has deen written 
in years past concerning the stinks and smells 
emanating from the vicinity of the Union Stock- 
Yards. 
ble visits and walked about the locality which 
generates those dire and awful smells, but the 
only apparent results have been sage looks, up- 
turned noses, and a unanimous opinion that 
something should be done to prevent such a 
condition of affairs. There is now being dug or 
dredged a canal 150 feet in width, extending 
from the South Branch of the Chicago niver to 
Halsted street, a distance of about half a mile, 
along Thirty-ninth street. Into this canal are 
— tied all the sewers from the Stock- Vards 
its appendages, including all the packing- 
— At the present time its whole surface 
is covered to a depth of from two to three 
feet with offal from the packing-houses. Direct- 
ly across the end of tie canal at its junction 
with the river lies an old sunken canal-boat, 
used by the proprietors of the numerous brick: 
yards in the vicinity as a bridge, which effectu- 
ally prevents the mass of corruption from mov- 
ing into the river, and day by day the accumu- 
lation becomes greater. The Board of Health, 
when appealed to, say that the Board of Public 
Works alone is authorized to remove obstruc- 
tions, and that if it obstructs navigation they 
would doubtless have it done. The amount of 
steam or sailing craft on this canal is at present 
extremely limited. but the full and free naviga- 
tion of four or five acres of epidemic-producing 
material is certainly obstructed. I am aware 
that the idea of such a massof putrefaction com- 
mingling itself with the water we drink is not a 
pleasant reflection, and would not be likely to add 
to the ranks of the different red-ribbon clubs, 
but I submit, respectfully, to the good people 
on the avenues that it is fully as dangerous to 
breath poison as to drink it, and call their at- 
tention to the fact that this.mass of decompos- 
ing animal matter lies in the southwest corner 
of a large city whose prevailing winds are from 
the southwest. The statement has been re- 
peatedly made (with how much truth I know 
not) that the smeil usually denominated ‘ Ains- 
worth, was not unhealthy, as it came from 
vapors and gases arising from the rendering 
establishments. No such argument can be used 
in regard to the accumulation pow just begin- 
ning to send its death-dealing aroma into every 
household in this city. I have endeavored to 
simply state facts.

PICKPOCKETS. 

Apropos of butcher carts, a little mcident 
which happened last week reminds me that we 
now include an altogether new line of business 
in our list of trades. 

Time was when we only knew of pickpockets 
through English novels and Eastern newspa- 
pers.

They do not work alone, but organize them- 
selves so that if chase be given they pass the 
purse from hand to band, and in this manner 
it is almost never recovered.

They select the quieter streets among the better 
class of residences where there is but littie foot 
travel. 
As far as my observation goes, they have an 
especial fancy for Jewesses. The Jews of San 
Francisco are by all odds the wealtniest portion 
of the community, and they are celebrated as 
being bountiful bome-providers. 
The toilettes of the Jewish women of San 
Francisco outrival in richness and attractiveness 
the splendid costumes of the Parisian cocottes.
